Lambda  Phi  sorority,  oldest  women's  organization  at  Bradley,  joined  the  national  women's  social 
fraternity.  Pi  Beta  Phi,  in  initiation  ceremonies  held  May  17,  18,  and  19.  N/liss  Amy  Burnham  Onken  of 
Chapin,  Illinois,  grand  president  of  Pi  Beta  Phi  and  chairman  of  National  Panhellenic  Conference,  pre- 
sided, assisted  by  Mrs.  h^omer  Dewey,  local  alumnae  president. 

Pi  Beta  Phi  was  founded  April  28,  1867,  at  Monmouth  College.  At  present  there  are  also  chapters 
in  Canada  and  Nova  Scotia.  This  organization  became  a  pioneer  among  women's  fraternities  in  one 
of  the  great  altruistic  movements  of  the  present  day. 

The  settlement  school  at  Gatlinsburg,  Tennessee,  was  established  by  Pi  Beta  Phi  in  1917.  It  now 
includes  a  college  preparatory  program,  grade,  and  high  school  curricula.  In  1924,  the  group  also 
established  the  Grace  Coolidge  Library  at  the  settlement  school. 

During  World  War  II,  Pi  Beta  Phi  members  contributed  to  a  fund  for  training  physio-therapists. 
Today  they  are  helping  to  finance  the  relief  of  war  orphans  both  here  and  abroad. 

The  former  Lambda  Phi  sorority  was  founded  in  1901  by  seven  prominent  Bradley  women.  Of 
these  women,  three  are  still  living:  Mrs.  J.  H.  Franke,  Mrs.  Blanche  Frank  Sessoms,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
hHarper  Lane. 

This  year  the  new  chapter  of  Pi  Beta  Phi  has  been  active  in  philanthropic  work  at  the  Florence 
Crittenden  hHome,  the  Neighborhood  hlouse,  and  the  Bradley  University  Library  Fund.
